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Death  and  Decorations  Are  War*s  Rewards  To 
Valiant  Young  Ohioans  On  Many  Battle  Fronts 


No  ONE  can  contcmphuc  the  un- 
kind fates  of  two  of  the  hand- 
some young  officers  pictured  on  this 
page,  and  of  the  others  whose  deaths 
are  here  reported,  and  beUeve  that 
General  Sherman's  characterization 
of  war  is  anything  but  gross  under- 
statement. 

Lieut,  (s.g.)  Richard  L.  Barbor, 
'40,  WeUington,  as  reported  in  the 
March  Alumnus,  died  following  a 
plane  crash  at  the  Naval  Air  Station, 
Corpus  Christi,  Texas.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  parents.  He 
was  an  honor  student  in  engineering 
at  Ohio  University. 

First  Lieut.  Paul  F.  Sayre,  '42x, 
R.  F.  D.,  Trimble.  B-24  bomber  pilot 
reported  in  the  April  Ahurmiis  as 
missing  in  action  in  the  New  Guinea 
area,  is  now  deiinitely  known  to  have 
been  killed  in  the  fierce  fighting  of 
the  South  Pacific.  He  was  married 
last  July  to  Miss  Betty  Dunn  of 
Boise,  Idaho. 

First  Lieut.  Samuel  P.  Couris,  '42x, 
Canton,  navigating  officer  on  an 
American  bomber,  was  killed  on  a 
mission  near  the  Japanese-held  base 
of  Kiska,  in  the  Aleutian  Islands, 
when  his  plane  was  shot  down  while 
it  was  engaged  in  the  low-level  bomb- 
ing   of    anti-aircraft    gun    emplace- 


ments. The  Canton  navigator  enlisted 
in  the  Army  Air  Corps  early  m 
1941,  while  in  his  fourth  year  at 
Ohio  University.  He  is  survived  by 
his   parents,    two   brothers,    and    two

sisters.  One  of  the  brothers,  William 
P.  Couris,  '42x,  is  also  in  the  military 
service. 

Pilot  Officer  Eugene  L.  Rosner, 
'42x,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Air  Force,  was  shot  down 
by  a  German  fighter  in  a  recent  aerial 
dog-fight  over  the  English  Channel. 
He  joined  the  R.  C.  A.  F.  in  July, 
1941,  and  one  year  later  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  R.  A.  F.  for  service  in 
England  where  he  was  chief  pilot  of 
a  British  bomber  crew.  Pilot  Officer 
Rosner  attended  Ohio  University  for 
two  years,  1938-40.  He  was  a  brother 
of  Mrs.  Samuel  Schwartz  (Ruth 
Rosner,  "40) . 

Late  in  May,  official  casualty  lists 
reported  as  "missing  in  action"  First 
Lieut.  Robert  E.  Ligett,  '41x,  Middle- 
town,  in  the  Middle  Eastern  area, 
and  Second  Lieut.  Eugene  D.  Dickey, 
"42x,  Akron,  in  the  South  Pacific 
area.  Lieutenant  Ligett  was  a  stu- 
dent at  Ohio  University  for  three 
and  one-half  years.  His  branch  of 
service  is  not  a  matter  of  record  in 
the  Alumni  Office.  Lieutenant 
Dickey   was    the    pilot   of   a    pursuit 


ship  in  an  Air  Force  Fighter  Group, 
and  is  presumed  to  have  been  shot 
down    in    action   with   the   Japanese. 

An  interesting  V-Mail  letter  re- 
ceived from  Major  Sylvester  L. 
"Pete"  Stephan,  "3^,  Sidney  (see 
picture),  discloses  that  this  former 
gridiron  star  is  now  commanding  the 
— rd  Amphibian  Tractor  Battalion 
somewhere  in  the  Pacific  Southwest. 
As  an  aid  to  identification  of  his 
present  location  he  writes  that  "at 
the  present  time  I  am  in  a  country 
where  the  people  speak  the  English 
language,  drive  on  the  left-hand  side 
of  the  road,  and  tea  drinking  is  their 
favorite  form  of  relaxation."  Well, 
well.  Two  guesses  it's  Australia. 
Major  Stephan  says  that  his  organi- 
zation has  tons  of  equipment,  but 
that  if  people  in  the  States  could  see 
the  amount  it  takes  to  equip  a  fight- 
ing force  they  would  realize  the 
necessity  for  all-out  war  production. 

Now  a  full-ranking  colonel,  Mel- 
vin  L.  McCreary,  "17,  Youngstown, 
has  just  been  released  for  active  duty 
again,  after  three  months  in  a  mili- 
tary hospital  in  Australia.  He  was 
wounded  in  the  fighting  in  New 
Guinea.  Colonel  McCreary  received 
the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  from 
Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur  for  his 
valorous  service.

Captain 
Patterson,  who  has  seen  his  homhs 
fail  on  Naples,  Crete,  and  the  Ru- 
manian oil  fields,  as  well  as  on  many 
North  African  points,  has  been  dec- 
orated four  times  for  his  exploits.

Ensign  Howard  B.  Dufl^,  "42, 
Ridley  Park,  Pa.,  has  certainly,  in 
the  language  of  the  campus,  been 
livin"  right.  Stationed  at  the  Naval 
Air  Base,  Norfolk,  Va.,  he  was  put- 
ting his  speedy  Brewster  through  its 
paces  somewhere  over  Florida  at 
almost  9,000  feet  when  his  plane 
caught  fire.  Forced  to  "bail  out,"  he 
was  struck  by  the  wing  of  his  whirl- 
ing ship  as  he  went  over  the  side. 
His  chute  rigging  fouled  just  long 
enough  to  bring  him  another  blow 
from  the  tail  of  the  craft.  The  first 
effort  to  reach  the  rip  cord  of  his 
parachute  failed,  and  by  the  time  he 
succeeded  in  opening  the  big  ■'um- 
brella," he  was  falling  at  a  dizzy 
rate.  After  being  brought  up  with 
a  terrific  jolt,  he  landed  in  the 
Florida  Everglades  from  which  he 
was  rescued  and  taken  to  a  naval 
hospital.  Howard  is  now  a  member 
of  the  "Caterpillar  Club."  ""It  is  a 
tradition  around  here,"  he  writes, 
"that  the  chute  packer  gets  $5  from 
a  man  who  bails  out.  I  shall  be  more 
than  glad  to  pay  it.  The  plane 
exploded  and  was  completely  de- 
molished. It  was  no  fun  looking  the 
grim  reaper  right  in  the  eye."" 

First  Lieut.  Erie  H.  Bridgev.\iter, 
"40,  Chauncey  (see  picture  on  page 
10),  one  of  the  Army's  outstanding 
instructors  in  bayonet  and  man-to- 
man fighting,  was  seriously  injured 
May  l.'^  in  a  plane  crash  at  Fort 
McCall.  N.  C.  In  the  crash.

Indicating  the  purpose  of  a  uni- 
versity, its  functions  in  American 
life,  its  role  in  wartime,  and  the  role 
it  must  play  in  postwar  planning, 
Dr.  Oliver  C.  Carmichael,  chancellor 
of  Vanderbilt  University,  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  addressed  the  270  graduating 
seniors  and  their  friends  at  the  an- 
iiual  spring  commencement  exercises 
in  Meinorial  Auditorium,  Saturday 
afteriKHin,  May  1  ^. 

Because,  in  line  with  a  nation-wide 
movement  to  curtail  non-essential 
gatherings  and  travel,  all  commence- 
ment functions  except  the  graduating 
exercises  were  eliminated  this  year, 
the  ordinarily  gay  season  was  a  quiet 
t)ne  in  comparison  with  other  years. 

The  commencement  address  fol- 
lowed the  traditional  walk  of  the 
cap-and-gowned  seniors  "under  the 
Elms,"  headed  by  the  faculty,  also  in 
academic  costume.  All  were  pre- 
ceded by  the  student  marshals  and  a 
military  color  guard  of  R.O.T.C. 
cadets. 

The  invocation  and  benediction 
were  given  by  the  Rev.  Father 
William  G.  Dowd,  pastor  of  St. 
Paul's  Catholic  Church,  Athens. 
Louise  Rose,  senior.  East  Liverpool, 
sang  a  soprano  solo,  "Hear  Ye, 
Israel,"  from  "Elijah,"  accompanied 
by  Marjorie  McClure,  sophomore, 
Wauseon.  Acting  President  Gamerts- 
fclder  introduced  the  speaker  and, 
later,  conferred  the  degrees.  The  ex- 
ercises were  opened  and  closed  with 
the  singing  by  the  audience,  respec- 
tively, of  the  national  anthem  and 
"Alma  Mater,  Ohio."

Unit  of  Army  Specialized  Training 

Program  To  Be  Established  Soon 

A  'Letter  (it  Intent.  "  >igned  May 
25  by  War  Department  and  Uni- 
versity officials,  to  K-  followed  later 
by  a  detailed  contract,  is  a  step 
which  assures  the  early  establishment 
of  a  unit  of  the  Army  Specialized 
Training  Program  .it  Ohio  Univers- 
ity. 

Headquarters  officers  of  the  Fifth 
Service  Command,  Fort  Hayes,  Co- 
lumbus, however,  are  expecting  to 
send  approximately  .SOO  men  to  the 
campus  for  basic  military  and  engin- 
eering training.  It  is  probable  that 
the  trainees  will  begin  to  arrive  from 
the  six  or  seven  S.  T.  A.  R.  units 
l(x;ated  throughout  the  United  States 
on  or  about  June  14,  in  which  case 
instruction  will  begin  on  July  12. 

The  entire  unit  will  K-  housed  and 
fed  in  the  Men's  Dormitory  and 
Howard  Hall,  and  all  classrfwm  and 
laboratory  work  will  be  in  charge  of 
regular  faculty  members.  The  cur- 
riculum will  include  mathematics, 
chemistry,  physics,  English,  history, 
geography,  engineering,  drawing,  and 
physical   training. 

The  Army  trainees,  normally,  will 
be  on  the  campus  for  three  terms  of 
twelve  weeks  each,  with  a  one-week 
interval  between  terms,  a  total  of 
thirty-eight  weeks. 

The  new  unit  will  be  known  as 
Service  Unit  No.  H^.^,  Army 
Specialized  Training  Program,  Ohio 
University.  Lieut.  Col.  John  E. 
Brannan,  at  present  commandant  of 
cadets,  R.O.T.C,  will  be  the  com- 
mandant of  the  new  unit.  The  basic 
R.O.T.C.  training  vmII  continue  as  a 
separate  program  from  that  outlined 
for  the  A.S.T.P.  unit.

Saturday  until 
the  evening  meal,  Sunday,  at  which 
time  they  will  K-  required  to  return 
to  their  barracks. 

Ohio  University  hAs  also  been  ap- 
proved for  a  unit  of  pre-medical 
trainees,  although  the  time  of  arnval 
and  other  details  have  not  been  com- 
pletely worked  out  and  no  announce- 
ment can  be  made  at  this  time  con- 
cerning it.

Four  days  later,  the  Green  and  White  took  sweet 
revenge  on  Ohio  State  by  trouncing  the  up-staters  and 
current  Western  Conference  runner-up  1 2  to  1  in  a  game 
in  w'hich  Cleveland  Johnny  Maldovan  allowed  but  one 
hit.  Every  member  of  the  Oh:o  squad  got  at  le;ist  one  hit 
in  this  encounter. 

A  second  scheduled  double  header  with  Marshall  was 
all  but  cancelled  out  by  J.  Pluvius,  the  weatherman  per- 
mitting but  one  game,  and  that  a  bob-tailed  four-and-a- 
h.ilf  inning  affair  that  the  Bobcats  won  by  a  2-1   score. 

The  curtain  was  rung  down.  May  11,  with  the  Bob- 
cats exasparatedly  twiddling  their  thumbs  while  the  rain 
came  down  in  torrents.  They  were  to  have  played  the 
Cincinnati  Bearcats  in  the  finale,  but  there  wasn't  a 
chance.

"Right  now  there  isn't  a  foot- 
ball   player   in   sight,"   Peden   says. 
"Not   a   man  off  last   year's  squad 
is   likely   to  be   available   next    fall. 
Our  team  will  more  than  likely  be 
made  up  entirely  of  first-year  men." 
"But,"    as    the    Athens    Mes-

On   May    17,   Dr.   Philip   Zenner.   "70, 
prominent  retired  physician  of  Cincinnati, 
was  91   years  of  age.     Dr.  Zenner  is  well- 
known    for    his    work    in    neurology.      He 
.studied   medicine  in   Berlin,  Vienna,   Leip- 
sig.    Pans,    and    London,    graduating    from 
the    Miami    Medical    College,    now    a    unit 
of  the  University  of  Cincinnati.     In  1929, 
his  interest  in  sociology  prompted   him  to 
establish   a   loan   fund   for   released   prison- 
ers  of   the    Ohio    Penitentiary    which    was 
intended  to  help  tide  the  freed  individuals 
over   the   period    from   the   time   ot    their 
release   to   the   time   of   securing   suitable 
employment.    A  pioneer  in  many  things. 
Dr.    Zenner    was    the    first    physician    in 
Cincinnati  to  specialize  in  the  treatment 
of  nervous  diseases  and  the  first  to  open 
a  clinic  for  nervous  diseases  in  the  Cin- 
cinnati   medical    colleges.      In    civil    mat- 
ters   he    was    a    zealous    worker    in    the 
Cincinnati  city  charter  movement.

Dr.    John    C.    McKinlcy, 
of    the     University    of    Minnesota 
The  equipment  for  the  test  consists 
of  ??'t)  statements  printed  on  cards 
which   the  testee  classifies  variously 
as    "true"    or    "false"    or    "cannot 
say."     Some  of  the  cards  are  useful 
in      testing      for      hypochondriasis, 
•        some      for     depression,      some      for 
paranoia,    some    for    masculinity    vs. 
femininty,    etc.      By   using   the   test 
on    many    healthy    people    and    on 
mental     cases    diagnosed     t>y     experienced 
psychiatrists,     the    inventors    of    the     test 
have  learned  the  answers  that  are  usual  in 
different    situations.      A    series    of    simple 
clerical    manipulations    gives    a    doctor    a 
graphic  picture  of  his  patient's  personality 
as  the  cards  see  it.      By   using   the  inven- 
tory, a  physician  may  know  a  new  patient, 
in   an   hour  or  two,   as  well    as   his   family 
doctor    does.      While    a     member    of    the 
Ohio    University    faculty,    1927-1930.    Dr. 
Hathaway     developed      a     "lie     detector" 
which     is     widely     used     by    experimental 
psychologists  and  police  departments.
